Carving the Yosemite Yiilley. 


In a recent article on the origin of 


I he Yosemlte valley, Professor W. P. 
Blake—a most adequate authority on 
the subject—remarks that the gorge, so 
grand and Impressive, is, in fact, only 
a minor feature of the glacial workings 
above It through hundreds of square 
miles of tho Sierra. Professor Blake 
thinks that the ice must have filled the 
gorge, and much above it, to a thick- 
ness of 5,000 feet, and -^vith a pressure 
upon the floor of the valley of 120,000 
pounds to the square foot; the tre- 
mendous force of such a weight, on the 
under surface of which was a broken 
mass of rock, like diamonds in a drill, 
grinding, planing and cutting, can 
scarcely be imagined; for untold ages, 
too, 
this mighty force was at work, 


polishing the face of the country 
through which it passed. 


The character of the Yosemlte rock 


being granite, close grained and verti- 
cal in structure, with points of easy 
fracture, it would appear that, as the 
great mass of ice bore down upon this 
vertical rock, it was broken and knock- 
ed over by the moving ice, flaking oft 
at the places of easy cleavage. Thus, 
according to Professor Blake, the prec- 
ipice was formed, and thus is explain- 
ed the dome shaped summits of the 
mountains there.

A Russian correspondent sends us 


details of a very interesting and amus- 
ing tale told by a Russian veterinary 
surgeon who was sent into the Ural 
district to buy horses and hay for the 
peasants of the famine stricken prov- 
inces. He had to do mostly with the 
natives (kirghizi), who are half sav- 
age, but who, nevertheless, were found 
to be extremely honest and absolutely 
trustworthy in all buying and selling, 
some of them even offering to give 
horses for the starving peasants.

The hand ot the land-owner was 
heavy when it descended upon the 
helpless and dependent. The will of 
the lord within his sphere of dominion 
and power was too often croel and 
relentless. 


The world has changed rulers, and 


the lords of manors have been sup- 
planted by the men of commerce and 
money, and the power to control has 
been transferred to the supplautere, 
and they now have the seat of power 
on the earth. There come conditions 
in time that offered to the oppressed 
an asylum agaiast the tyranny of the 
old rnlers in remote parts of the earth, 
and men sought out these places of 
security and freedom from the cruel 
power ot the lords ot the earth. 


Tbe bleak shores of New England 


was a place of refuge sought and 
secured; Virginia on the James was 
another, and the Carolines extended 
their protecting 
wings to 
protect 


against the 
blasts of unrestrained 


powpr, and when a tyrant had sought 
out the resting place of freedom from 
oppression, it had become so strong 
that the strong arm of force waa ap- 
pl ei for its defense, and nnder the 
war cry given by Patrick Henry, "Give 
me liberty or give me death," liberty 
by fojce was secured and remained 
secure io its power for a hundred 
year?, aad during that time the op- 
pressed ot all laods sought refugo and 
a resting place beneath the tree of 
liberty, secure from the commands of 
military chiefs and the oppression of 
lords and barons. 


When a change of rulers was made 


there came a Fharoah that knew not 
Joseph, and the work to enslave and 
oppress begin, and the children of the 
free ure now and have been for thirty 
years making bricks and gathering the 
straw to make them that are used to 
build colostwl fortunes for their new 
rnlers, and the work is and has been 
done under the command and direc- 
tion of the money power, 


It is a humiliating view that is given 


to the mind when the children of the 
free are aiding in the work to enslave 
themselves and their fellows, their 
children and the children of their fel- 
lows. The brick making and straw 
gathering work goes forward to build 
immense fortunes as a result of the 
toil of the children of the free, to 
whom had descended a heritage of 
freedom, which is the most retrograde 
movement that any part, of the race in 
its entire history has been known to 
make, but it is a more humiliating 
condition, if it is possible, than the 
first view taken, when the children of 
the free receive as a recompense for 
their service the crumbs that fall from 
their master's table, BS the price for 
work when aiding to ens'ave them- 
selves and their fellow men. 


The new ruler of the earth and its 


people, whioh iu a combined sense is 
the money power, is and will be more 
unmerciful than tho ancient lords and 
barons in the old world. They were 
restrained by law and the church had 
no influence in those times that it does 
not now possess and the inhumanity 
of individuals did not extend to all. 


There wis a clauishne^s in the old 


system that gave protection against 
oppression by the individual lord, and 
relief, as a rule, was afforded in some 
form, but the new money power ruler 
of the earth and its people is not con- 
fined to the manor. It is a ruler uni- 
versal and has neither soul nor bodv. 
It exists in organized form and is pos- 
sessed of organized force, the most 
cruel the earth bag known, and the 
experience will be bitter to the humane 
family before relief will come, as mat- 
ters now appear. 


It is strange that men, who are ob- 


servers of the times and of the con- 
ditions that come upon tue world, who 
make it their business to give informa- 
tion respecting changes that effect the 
relations of the world and society, 
should conclude that the race ia in a 
transition state when no such condi- 
tion could come to the rnce beeauas of 
natural law that is upon it. 


It appears that the purpose and the 


causes that have secured the opportun- 
ity to the purpose of the money power 
have been overloeked by teose who it 
should be deemed would be first to 
discover it.

verse of General Gatacre at Stormberg 
from whioh he retreated will have a 
very disquitmg effect upon the Cape 
Colony Boers, who are in sympathy 
with the Transvaal Boers. 


General Mathaen is reported to be 


ready to make another attack on the 
Boer force that intervenes between the 
British and Eimberly. Mathuen has 
been re-enforced in gung for work on 
the Boer trenches. Ladysmith does 
not seem to be ia anybody's way at 
present.

The typography of the country as 
nature planned and executed it haa 
beenjreversed and changed by man. 


Viewed from a distance it seems that 


a thousand colonies of Brobdignagian 
ants have been at work carrying to tbe 
surface grain by grain tbe foundations 
of the hills. 


Many of the ant heaps are now de- 


serted. The toilers have ceased. No 
smoke arises from the hoisting works 
and the bam of indosty has melted 
into silence.

is more precious metal yet in Mount

level the writer saw what makes re- 
juvenation certain.
